RENO'S FUTURE. 


TheChanjrctt Noticed by Editor Scott. 


M: Scott, editor of the Battle Moun- 


tain Messenger, writes of.Beno as fol- 
lows in the last issue of h<s paper: 


Twenty-two years ago last June, we 


crossed the beautiful 
Truckes river 


where now stands the large and flour- 
ishing town o! Reno. At that time the 
only improvement in sight was the lit- 
tle dwelling belonging to Mr. Lake, 
and th'ujrope stretched acrossthe stream 
for the safe conveying of a few adven- 
turers who were seeking fortunes in a 
land that was thought to be of but little 
account for anything except grazing 
and the precious metals; but now stands 
a large inland town, the future of which 
is to be an important commercial city. 
It is in the midst of a fine agricultural 
district, as well as the center of trade 
for Western Nevada, and ere long it 
will be a wholesale distributing point, 
which will result in building up per- 
haps the metropolis of the State. It 
contains the State Fair grounds and 
buildings, the 
Insane Asylum, fine 


schools, w*ll kept hotels; has large 
stores of merchandise, a spacious thea- 
ter, and, as is the case everywhera, 
lias a sufficient number of newspapers 
and saloons. The town arid surround- 
"ng farms are supplied with water from 
the Truckee river by means of ditches 
and pipes.

MYSTERIOUS TRACKS. 


The Wo»* Wonder!«l Discovery Ever 


Revealed to Science In the Sand- 
stone of tbe State Prison. 


Several months ago, while Sheriff 


Hanks, of Storey county, was paying a 
•visit to the Academy ol Science in San 
Francisco, and examining the numerous 
handsome specimens, he incidentally 
spoke to Prof. Oibbes, the Custodian, 
about the wonderful tracks to be seen iu 
the yard of the State Prison at Warm 
Springs. The press of the Stats about 
the same time agitated the subject of an 
investigation, and accordingly ten days 
ago Prof. Gribbes and, soon after, Dr. 
W. W. Harkness, both noted scientists 
of California, passed through Reno to 
the State Prison, where they have since 
steadily pursued a thorough investiga- 
tion of the tracks and surroundings. 
They returned yosterday on their way 
to San Francisco, and while at the Lake 
House were interviewed by a JOTJBNAL 
reporter and tbe full results of the sci- 
entific examination learned. 


CHAEACTEE OP THE FORMATION. 


The tracks, of which there are a great 


variety, human, mammoth, bird tracks, 
and hyena size, besides others not rec- 
ognized as being of any extant animal, 
are in a clay formation, resting on a 
bed rock of sandstone. 
When the 


tracks were first made, evidently ages 
ago, the clay was soft, and, retaining 
the impressions, has hardened into 
compact stone. The humaa tracks visi- 
ble were twelve in number, leading up 
to tho rocky wall of the quarry. In or- 
der to preclude any possibility of decep- 
tion, the solid wall was blasted out un- 
der the careful inspection of the Pro- 
fessors, and three more discovered, 
with one destroyed on account of a 
break. 
They are of three respective 


sizes—21, 19 and 18 inches long. 


THE MAMMOTH TBACKS. 


As no known mammoth tracks have 


ever before been discovered, to Nevada 
belongs the proud honor of furnishing 
the only ones as yet found in the world. 
Prof. Gibbes characterized their dis- 
covery as the grandest yet made in the 
world of natural history. 
There are 


eight tracks outside the rock wall meas- 
uring 22 inches in diameter, with an 
average of fi,1^ uud 7% feet distance be- 
tween steps. Iu order to guard care- 
fully against any possible deception the 
Professor again blasted into the solid 
rock, and last Saturday as he was rising, 
hearing a fresh blast exploded, he hast- 
ened to the spot, and measuring with 
his tape line just seven feet from the 
last visible step, told the workmen to 
stop at that certain point and examine 
the cut carefully. 
Sure enough, the 


track was revealed at thai precise poiut. 


HYBNA-LIKK TBACKS. 


There are, besides, 
tracks 
which 


might be called hyena-like tracks, but 
as no vestiges of the nails or toes re- 
mam, the mutter will remain unsettled. 
They cross the mammoths' line in an 
oblique direction nnd like the others 
also disappear into the rock, fresh blast- 
ing revealing three more.
